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GENERAL  GUIDELINES  FOR  THE 
INA  NUMISMATIST  SCHOLARSHIP 


1.  Young  numismatists  (YN’s)  must  he  between  13  &  17:  adult  applicants  must 
be  1 8  years  of  age  or  old. 

2.  Applicants  must  be  an  INA  member  in  good  standing  for  a  period  of  at  least 
one  year  prior  to  applying  for  the  scholarship. 

3.  All  officers,  board  members,  editor  and  legal  counsel  of  the  INA  are 
ineligible. 

4.  Previous  INA  young  numismatist  and  adult  scholarship  awards  are 
ineligible. 

5.  Applicants  must  submit,  in  writing,  a  request  for  consideration.  The  written 
application  must  include  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 

-  Service  to  the  INA. 

-  Service  to  other  numismatic  organizations. 

-  Exhibits  entered  at  INA  conventions. 

-  Exhibits  entered  at  other  numismatic  shows  or  conventions. 

-  Articles  written  and  submitted  to  the  Collector,  the  official 

publication  of  the  INA. 

-  Articles  written  for  other  numismatic  publications. 

-  Talks,  lectures,  educational  programs  given  at  club  meetings, 

numismatic  shows  or  conventions. 

-  Offices  held  in  local  coin  clubs  and  other  numismatic  organizations. 

-  Awards  received  for  any  of  the  above. 

-  Participation  in  National  Coin  Week  projects. 

-  General  character  and  reputation. 

6  Application  must  be  submitted  to  INA  scholarship  board  by  the  established 
time  frame  as  listed  in  the  Collector. 

7.  Selection  of  the  scholarship  awards  w  ill  be  announced  by  U.S.  mail. 

8.  Scholarship  includes  $150.00  from  the  INA  and  a  matching  $150.00  from  the 
ANA,  to  be  used  toward  tuition,  room  and  board.  Reimbursement  for  the  room  is 
limited  to  the  double  occupancy  rate.  If  the  awardee  drives  to  the  seminar,  INA 
will  reimburse  the  lesser  of  mileage  or  airfare.  All  other  incidental  expenses  are 
not  co\ered  by  INA.  The  total  amount  of  a  scholarship  w  ill  not  exceed  $300.00. 
y.  I  Ik  awardee(s)  will  be  notified  of  his/her  selection  in  writing  w  ithin  10  days 
ol  selection  by  the  chairperson  of  the  INA  scholarship  committee.

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Collecting  Transportation 
Tokens  (vecturist) 

by:  Ward  Kain 

Collecting  transportation  tokens  is  a  fun  and  fascinating  hobby.lt 
can  be  both  inexpensive  and  expending  what  approach  you  take. 
There  are  approximately  7200  different  tokens  that  have  been 
issued  with  6493  being  tokens  of  transportation.  The  remainder  are 
passes,  patterns,  zone  checks  and  miscellaneous.  An  absolute 
complete  set  would  have  a  book  value  in  excess  of  130,000  dol¬ 
lars,  but  you  can  amass  a  collection  of  3,500  to  4,000  for  less  than 
2,000  dollars.  Most  of  the  common  tokens  have  a  book  value  of  25 
to  75  cents.  However  there  are  several  hundred  tokens  in  the  100 
to  150  dollar  range.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  280  pattern 
pieces. 

An  absolute  must  in  collecting  transportation  tokens  is  to 
acquire  the  book  “  The  Atwood-Coffee”  catalog  of  United  States 
and  Canadian  transportation  tokens.  The  books  are  a  3  volume 
set,  however  volume  one  is  used  almost  exclusively  for  identifica¬ 
tion  and  value.  Volume  two  and  three  are  specialized  issues  that 
measures  in  millimeters  as  all  tokens  are  designated  in  that  dimen¬ 
sion. 

On  most  tokens  the  locale  of  use  is  not  identified,  therefore  you 
must  use  the  book.  Case  in  point  is  a  token  with  M.&B.  ST.  RY.  CO. 
on  one  side  and  the  words  ONE  FARE  on  the  other.  The  index  in 
the  book  lists  this  as  having  been  used  in  Waltham, 
Massachusetts.  Under  that  heading  in  the  book  you  will  find  it  list¬ 
ed  as  824-A,  of  white  metal  composition,  16  mm  in  diameter  with 
a  value  of  35  cents.  I  realize  this  sounds  difficult  but  with  the  book 
and  ruler  it  is  quite  easy. 

Tokens  are  made  in  several  different  dimensions  with  16  mm 
being  the  most  common.  However  they  were  made  in  21  other 
sizes  up  to  45mm  and  also  in  such  designs  as  square,  octagon, 
scalloped  edges  ect.  Also  they  were  made  in  several  different  com¬ 
positions  such  as  white  metal,  aluminum,  brass,  bronze,  copper, 
steel,  zinc,  plastic  ect.  with  white  metal  being  the  most  common. 

It  is  a  thrill  to  acquire  a  group  of  tokens,  get  out  the  book  to 
attribute  them  and  discover  that  you  do  not  have  and  maybe  find 
one  or  two  that  are  worth  more  than  you  paid  for  the  whole  group.
